We muſt ſpend ſome time in clearing the Text from the 
Ambuſhment of this Objettion, for the better etteCting 
whereof we will lay down theſe three Propoſitions. 

Prop. 1. Wicked men may, and often do thrive in their 
wicked Deſigns for a time. Hereof the reaſon in nature 
is this, becaule,though they bring a bad Cauſe, they are the 
beſt Sollicitors, ſparing neither care nor colt, nor price 
nor pains to accompliſh their wicked defires. Their craC&t 
Title they will fodder up with their own Induſtry : 
and to their lame Cauſe which lacks Legs, they will give 
Wings by their dayly diligence. They watch for all tides, 
and wait forall times, and work by all meanes, and fail 
by a!l winds ; each. golden opportunity they cunning- 
ly court, and greedily catch, and carefully keep, and thrifty- 
ly uſe: Ina word, they are wiſer tn their generation than the 
Children of Light, Luk. 16. 8. And the reaſon in Religi- 
on why wicked men often proſper in bad projects,is, becauſe 
God in his Juſtice ſuffers them to battle therein, that they 
may be the fatter Sacrifice for his divine vengeance, lifting 
them up to caſt them down, ſwelling ſo great with their 
good ſucceſs, they break with the Tympany of their own 
pride and preſumption. 

Prop, 2. Gods Servants in good deſigns have ſometimes 
for a time been unſucceſsful, witneſs the 7 raelites, Judges 
20. 21. Whoasking Councel of God, and going to War 
by his Command, were notwithſtanding twice grievouſlly 
beaten by the Benjamites. And the true reaſon hereof is 
this, becauſe, though the Cauſe may be good, yet the beſt

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of men who ſeek toadvance that Cauſe are ſinful, and God 
juitly may, and often doth puniſh their Sins with ill ſucceſs. 
Beſides, hercby he doth try and prove the patience of his 
Servants, whether under 10pe, above liope, they will rely 
on his protection in the m:at of all extremities. 

Prop. 3. Though flowly, vet ſucciv,though late, yet at [a(t 
good defigns ſhall be bleit,and bad deligiis tinally confound- 
ed. The true reaſon hereof 1s founded in Gods jultice, to 
whom it15 eftential to reward piety,and puniſh profannels. 
So then though bail dettzns may bait ar ſucceſs, they ſhall 
lodge at confulion. But if an; manasx me when this ſhall 
be done,l an{wer with our Saviour to his Diſciples, ds 1.7. 
It ts not {or you to know the times or [eaſons watch the Father hath 
prt in his wa power. And you may obſerve Gamaliels words 
in my Text to be without date, {p47 cozze to ought, Without 
peer ying or noting any let time, Let this ſerve to give ro 
the {ober ſatisfaction, and to the curious a ſurteit, though 
not without ſome waiting, yet without any failing, wicked 
projects (hall periſh : but how long it ſhall be betore they 
periſh, I cannot tell you, becauſe my Text hath not told me ; 
that it ſhall be, we know, when it ſhall be, God knows, For 
if this Connſel or this work be of Ment will, &c. 

Dodrine. The ſtaple DoCtrine is this, Hhat is nought 11
